The  vines  mentioned  by  Mr.  Brow  n consisted  of  a ship- 
ment of  forty  thousand,  shipped  Nov.  the  eighth.  November 
the  twenty-eighth  we  received  notice  from  the  railroad  that 
they  were  being  held  at  Chicago  for  the  prepayment  of  freight 
charges.  (Why  this  was  done  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
learn  for  a certainty.)  We  immediately  wired  correction  of 
way  bill  and  handed  our  Agent  the  charges  which  were  $249.60, 
w ired  a tracer  and  a few  days  later  had  a tracer  started  by 
letter,  the  result  was  they  w ere  only  twenty  four  days  from 
Chicago  to  Detroit,  Washington.  We  attribute  their  good 
condition  to  care  in  packing.  This  same  care  we  exercise  if 
the  shipment  has  only  a short  distance  to  travel,  thereby  in- 
suring safe  delivery  even  though  delayed.
